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A COMMUNITY PICNIC 


(As seen by an outsider) 
Editor Winona Republican Herald: 
I want to tell of one that I had the 
privilege of attending, June 23, 1921. 
It was the occasion of the Crow Wing 
County Farm Bureau annual picnic, 
held on the grounds of Grand View 
lodge, in Gull Lake park, near Nis- 
swa, 14 miles out 
from 
Brainerd 
northerly following the scenic high­ 
way. 


As a site for such doings 
it 
is 
simply ideal. 
The big beautiful lake, 
boating, bathing, 3 motor passenger 
boats running all day 
to 
various 
points; the beautiful and capacious 
grounds for the speaking, the sports 
and games, and the large new’ dining 
hall and dance hail above it in ad­ 
dition to the lodge proper—these all 
were, of course, contributing causes 
to its success. 
But talk of 
“community 
fellow­ 
ship,” or the 
“ get-together 
spirit.” 
that seemed to have some meaning 
there. 
All Brainerd 
business 
and 
professional men closed for the day, 
as they did also in Pequot, S miles 
north, merchants and clerks taking 
their annual day off and joining with 
the farmers in their picnic, and con­ 
tributing freely towards the neces­ 
sary expense. 
And such a cordial 
mix-up it has rarely been my privil­ 
ege to observe. 
Merchants, bankers, 
doctors, 
lawyers, 
courthouse 
and 
Chamber of Commerce officials, pri­ 
vate residents of both city and village 
with their families all freely ming­ 
ling with the farming people, some of 
whom came as far as 30 miles to be 
there. And I defy any stranger to 
toll who was who by their dress or 
action, or sociability of intercourse. 
A close obst rver might notice that 
some were a little more white around 
the gills tinin others: hut the pre­ 
vailing pleasantness and 
sociability 
didn't provoke criticism on that line. 
It was a genuine community affair; 
but it was first and foremost a Farm 
Bureau stunt. 
The managing com­ 
mittee 
two farmers and the county 
agricultural agent; the speaking pro­ 
gram being presided over by a Farm 
Bureau dict tor and ably addressed 
by the same; the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was retires* nted by their sec­ 
retary on the program, and un out­ 
side Farm Bureau speaker delivered 
a most interesting, practical and sat­ 
isfactory address. 
The hand music 
was also fine, a credit to the Brain­ 
erd municipal hand. 
I had planned to take a little t**i|» 
with my family to visit one of our 
daughters who cf 
ettled in 
that 
neighborhood, and we happened 
to 


get there just that day about noon. 
And say, that picnic was worth to 
me the cost of the whole trip. 
As a 
concourse of people it was like a 
county fair. 
There must have been 
from 750 to 1,000 cars besides horse 
rigs on the grounds during the dav, 
and approximately 4,000 to 5,000 p?>- 
ple. 
Yet with such a crowd so far 
as is known, not a jar not an acci­ 
dent. 
It really made me feel asham-Hl cf 
old Winona county and cily, 
with 
double the population and probably 
double the wealth, remembering how 
much effort and real work that has 
been done with tis in the past to put 
over such doings or even to maintain 
a decent county fair. 
It would do 
some of us a heap of good if we would 
try and mix personally with 
-ome 
of our newer county organized move­ 
ments. 
I mean it.
